Report of the Joint Indo- American Team on 
Agricultural Research and Education 

The following reccommendations of the Joint Indo- 
Amencan Team which the Government of India accepted 
in principle and recommended for consideration of the State 
Government and implementation to the maximum extent 
possible have been exanuned by the State Government 

Recommendation No 45 
No agricultural college should undertake post-graduate 
instruction unless the members of the faculty engaged m such 
institution are themselves carrying on significant research 
The Principals of such colleges should be chosen with due 
regard to their qualifications both in teaching and research 
When particable these Principals should also be appointed 
as Jomt Directors of Research 

Recommendation No 46 
While there could be no objection to the Agricultural 
and Vetermary Institutions being subjected to close super- 
vision by the D A or Veterinary Services, we would like 
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to see the Principals given more freedom of action m the 
internal administration of the colleges 

Recommendation No 47 
More particularly, the Principal of a college should be 
regarded as the authority having the fullest responsibility 
over the internal administration relating to teaching 

Recommendation No 58 

When new colleges of agriculture oi of Veterinary 
Science and Animal Husbandry are to be established and when 
old colleges of either category are to be relocated, they should 
be placed adjacent to each other on the same campus oi 
be located on a teaching University campus This arrange- 
ment would mutually benefit the students of both colleges by 
providing joint use of facilities and staff 

Recommendation No 60 

Greater emphasis should be placed upon the teaching 
of Animal Husbandry m both the Colleges of Veterinary 
Science and the College of Agriculture This subject has too 
long been neglected by the colleges and rapid development of 
greater knowledge in animal nutrition, animal genetics and 
breeding is of imperative importance to the economy of the 
livestock industry m the nation 

Recommendation No 62 

The library facilities m many of the Veterinary Colleges 
are far from adequate and satisfactory and should be improv- 
ed This IS equally true of many of the Agricultural Colleges 
No College should undertake post graduate trammg or 
significant research without copies of all important and 
pertinent scientific and professional journals issued m the last 
10 years, the several bibliographical aids, a well kept catalogue 
the standard abstracting journals and a trained librarian 
interested m helping students and staff to secure needed 
microfilms or photostats of articles not available m the 
library 

Recommendation No 69 

The Team endorses the view of the University Educa- 
tion Commission that a determination of the student's final 
standmg should be based not only upon the final exammation 
but likewise upon the quality and character of his work m the 
college The Team accordingly urges that the teacher should 
evaluate the quality of the work of the student at least upon 
the completion of each course and that for the purpose of the 
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final assessment certain credit may be given to the work done 
by the student during the college year 

Recommendation No 70 
While the Team notes the suggestion of the University 
Education Commission to dispense with a University degree 
for appomment to Government Administrative Services, it 
would not wish to subscribe to this policy if applied for 
recruitment to technical services and posts 

Recommendation No 71 
In the teaching mstitutions greatest care should be 
taken to ensure that the syllabus does not tend to become 
static, but keep space with the advance of science and the 
progresss of pertinent research The successful teacher is one 
who beyond the mere outlines of the syllabus and covers 
current findings of research which may be even more signifi- 
cant to the student and his immediate future than the subjects 
formally included m the syllabus 

Recommendation No 85 

The Colleges of Agriculture, Veterinary Science and 
Animal Husbandry and Home Science should assume the 
responsibility, on a continuing basis, for the training of 
extention workers, after the present emergency ad-hoc training 
programme is no longer required 

Recommendation No 86 

It should be the responsibility of the National Extension 
Service Orgamsation to see that recommendations to farmers 
are based upon the best current findmgs of the Central and 
State Research institutions 

Recommendation No 89 

The responsibility for extension service at the State 
level should be placed under a Joint Director of Agriculture 
For extension activities he should have direct charge of the 
agricultural extension work through the N E S C P A 
programmes 

Recommendation No 90 

The provision of technical advisory specialists as mem- 
bers of the staff of the colleges or research institutions would 
ensure the necessary liaison and contact with such subject 
matter extension speciahsts as might be employed on the staff

Recommendation No 92 
To ensure adequate liaison between research stafif and 
extension workers at the State level relative to practical 
research needs, meetings should be developed annually, or 
SIX monthly if necessary, at which time the senior research 
staff, agicultural advisory staff, and the subject matter exten- 
sion specialists can discuss the problems requiring attention, 
the extent to which the existing knowledge can meet such 
needs and the desirability of initiatmg further research 

Recommendation No 93 
As a second important procedure m the States to 
ensure effective contact between research workers and the 
people on the land, field-day programmes should be held at 
the Central Institute stations, State colleges or experiment 
stations, sub-stations and demonstration plots at appropriate

The enthusiasm for developing improved physical facili- 
ties m agricultural research and educational institutions has 
not been accompanied by adequate foresight in providing for 
the type of scientific and teaching staff that is essential if 
the new facilities are to function effectively This should be 
remedied as the quantity and quality of research that can be 
expected from improved facilities will be almost directly de- 
pendent upon the quantity and quality of the stafiF available 

Recommendation No 103 
The direction or supervision of research or educational 
programmes m agriculture, as m any other field must be 
entrusted to individuals who have a full understanding of the 
problems, requirements and potentialities in these technical 
fields The increasing tendency m India in some States or 
institutions to place non-technical administrative officers m 
charge of agricultural research, education and other technical 
services is a move towards mediocrity in technology This 
particularly applied to key position of State Directors of 
Agriculture Since these posts have immediate responsibili- 
ties for research and education m agriculture at the State 
level, there should be proper technical leadership at the head 
to lend stability and serve as a stimulating and driving force 

Recommendation l^o 104 
It IS observed that in a country whose economy is 
predommantly based upon agriculture, individuals tramed in 
agriculture are not eligible to compete for the Indian Adminis- 
trative Service posts It does not appear sound to perpetuate 
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a system which excludes trained agriculturists from posts of 
responsibility m administermg the many Governmental activi- 
ties that must necessarily involve agriculture in a country 
such as India Steps must be taken to remedy this defect 

Recommendation No 105 

One of the most important obstacles in the develop- 
ment of a high grade technical agricultural services m India 
is the current system of promotion based principally on 
seniority Several young scientists trained abroad, who are 
enthusiastic about the prospect of making real contributions 
to Indian Agricultural Research, are soon disillusioned as 
they have almost equal opportunity to advance if they assume 
a desk position of scientific direction and permit the subordi- 
nate stafif available to them to lay out the experiments and 
bring back the data for their observation Provision must be 
made foi the periodic evaluation of the competence and 
productivity of research workers as a primary basis for 
promotion 

Recommendation No 106 
Another major problem in the advancement of scientists 
is the transfer of specialists trained m a certain disciplme to 
higher position m another scientific field for which they are 
not especially qualified, but to which they are considered 
entitled on the basis of seniority In order to dimmish the 
tendency for shifting of scientists from one field to another 
for which they are not basically qualified, categories should 
be established within which scientists can advance so that they 
can maintain continuity and long experience m their own 
scientific field 

Recommendation No 107 
A further deficiency m the promotion scheme is the 
provision in many instances that a certain proportion of the 
vacancies should m many instances that a certain proportion 
of the vacancies should be filled by promotion and a certain 
proportion by open recruitment The failure to promote a 
well-qualified and deserving individual already on the stafif 
and to place over him a less qualified individual brought in 
from outside, merely to satisfy formula, is demoralising and 
detrimental to any research organisation While it is recog- 
nised that opportunity should be provided for entry of new 
individuals into scientific fields this entry should be on the 
basis of qualification and merit 
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Recommendation No 108 
There is little provision at the present time for the 
heads of institution or organisations to assume any reasonable 
degree of responsibility in the selection of personnel for the 
key scientific teaching or othei technical posts under them 
It IS recommended that a major responsibiliiy for such selec- 
tion should be placed on the head of the organisation or 
agency in which the individual is to be employed 

Recommendation No 109 
The efficient management of any organisation requires 
a reasonable assignment of recognised authority to the various 
administrative or organisational levels Such delegation of 
responsibihty is lacking m a number of research and edu 
cational institutions India will not lack m technical and 
professional leadership m agriculture if individuals employed 
m these institutions are given a reasonable opportunity to 
develop experience, confidence and competence through the 
assignment of increasing responsibilities 

Recommendation No 111 

The failure to delegate adequate responsibility to heads 
of the various organisations or units for purchase of supplies 
and equipment results m inefficiency through delay m pro- 
curement of items essential for the conduct of research or 
teaching activities The financial powers of heads of research 
institutions should be reviewed to see that there is a reaso- 
nable delegation of authority m the matter of purchase of 
supplies or equipment up to ceilings laid down 

Recommendation No 112 
The disparity between the salaries of scientists or tea- 
chers in agriculture and administrative positions is unrealistid 
and results in a downgrading of scientific stature m India and 
a loss of disproportionate share of India's intellectual compe- 
tence which is decanted off into the administrative field An 
early review of the salary scales of the scientific staff in agri- 
culture by the next Pay Commission is essential to ensure 
salary adjustments that will attract and hold scientific person- 
nel if agriculture m India is to progress 

Recommendation No 113 
In many of the research and educational institutions 
there is need for development of a staffing pattern that will 
provide for more highlevel positions m the respective sections 
or units Research umts cannot produce substantial results 
if they are staffed by one high level scientist, with a number 
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of lower level supporting helpers India cannot afford to risk 
its future technological advancements because of an unwilling- 
ness to employ and support scientists of the calibre lequired 
effectively to solve complex agricultural problems 

Recommendation No 115 
Attention should be given to the strengthening or acti- 
vation of professional societies relating to agriculture, to 
provide an opportunity for scientists to meet at least once 
annually to exchange information and ideas of a professional 
nature 

Recommendation No 116 
The meetings of professional societies should be held 
m different parts of India m different years so that large num- 
ber of scientists will have an opportunity to attend such meet- 
ings at least once in two or three years with a minimum of 
travel costs 

Recommendation No 117 
In view of the fact that there are a large number of 
scientists as Central or State employees, the Central and the 
State Goverxunents should adopt a more liberal policy m 
providing funds for travel to permit attendance of scientists 
at national and also international scientific meetings

As regards the position m the Agricultural College, 
Osmania University, the University permits only those having 
experience m research to teach post-graduate classes The 
Prmcipal of the college is chosen from among the staff taking 
into consideration his seniority, qualifications and expenence 
Hence the principles stated m the recommendation are already 
being followed in the State 

Recommendation Nos 46-47 

The recommendations are acceptable The Prmcipal of 

Agriculture College, Bapatla is at present havmg adequate 

freedom of action as regards the internal administration of 

the Colleges concerned The opinion expressed m recommen-

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dation No 47 is also acceptable and it is being followed m 
this State 

Recommendation No 58 
This recommendation will be considered with due 
regard to the facilities available and suitability of the place 
either for Agricultural or Veterinary College It is felt that 
if the place is not suitable it serves no purpose in adding on 
another College on the ground that there is already a College 
m that place 

Since most of the subjects taught m the Agriculture and 
Veterinary Colleges are not common, the same staff cannot 
be employed for the subjects m both the Colleges except 
for Agronomy and Animal Hygiene However, the recom- 
mendation IS acceptable in principle and it can be implement-

Whenever it is necessary officers of the Agriculture
